WHEREAS, Reverend Richard Langhinrichs assisted in the 
creation of local chapters of the American Civil Liberties Union 
and Planned Parenthood.

CITY OF FORT WAYNE, INDIANA THAT IT HONORS THE MEMORY OF REVEREND 
RICHARD LANGHINRICHS AS AN OUTSTANDING COMMUNITY AND SPIRITUAL 
LEADER, CITIZEN ACTIVIST, AND FOR THE EXTRAORDINARY SERVICE DICK 
LANGHINRICHS CONTRIBUTED TO HIS COUNTRY, THIS COMMUNITY, AND ALL
